Connolly became a fierce orator at 
Socialist meetings. His brother, also a 
Corporation employé, was victimised, we 
are told, and, en revanche, James was no- 
minated as a Socialist .candidate for 
St. Giles’s Ward in Edinburgh. ‘He 
polled 300 out of 
in a campaign still remembered for 
its intensity. He had resigned his. employ- 
ment in order to become a candidate, and 
now worked for a while as a shoemaker. 
He came to Dublin in 1896,. working at 
first as a navvy in the main drainage,. then 
as a proof-reader, and finally as an or-; 
ganiser to the newly-formed Irish Sovialist 
Republican Partv. He was first: promi- 
nent when he joined with those who op- 
posed the Jubilee rejoicings of 1887. 

Mr. Ryan’s book shows a wide know- 
ledge of his subject. He quotes 
copiously from Connolly's works,-shows him 
a Marxian, a non-smoker, a ‘non-drinker, 
a fanatic who believed in his mission—a 
mission to force an uprising at all hazards. 
It seems that on one occasion before the 
insurrection, Connolly was arrested by the 
revolutionaries of the Irish ‘Republican 
Brotherhood. At least, that is the ex- 
planation which is usually put forward of 
a week in Connolly's life of which no 
satisfactory account. can. be given. It 
seems evident that a sudden swoop by the 
authorities before Easter Week would have 
iorestalled the insurgents—with what re- 
sult on the future of the country no. man 
may guess. 3

TWO GREAT ARCHITECTS. 

To-day we live in an age of transition; 
and cannot envisage the architecture that 
will emerge from our anarchy. When the 
homely Tudor art yielded to: the daring 
Elizabethan siyle, and the extravagancies 
of that ‘style were checked by the more 
restrained Jagvean buildings, there was a 
groping after the perfect style that should 
express that Renaissance genius which had 
transformed the world. Then came Inizo 
Jones, whose most famous’ work. is the 
Banqueting Hall in Whitehall, which halts 
everyone with an eye for splendid building 
as he passes down from Trafalgar square 
towards the Houses of Parliament. Not 
that Jones had it in him to do much work 
on the same superb scale; .but, in Green- 
wich Hospital, Coleshill, in Berkshire ; St. 
Paul's, in Covent Garden -(how-few who 
have walked under that strange porch 
know the church behind it!), Wilton and 
Raynham Hall in Norfolk, Jones releas-d 
a bold Palladian splendour that was yet 
toned to the English spirit. He ‘was 
limited in his work by Charles's chronic 
shortness of funds. He was persecuted by 
the Parliamentarians, and he died ‘in 
1651. We can but imagine what he would 
have done with Wren’s opportunities; but 
when the Great Fire gave Wren his chance 
the work of Jones bore fruit, for in it 
Wren’s art found a continuation and ac- 
climatisation. : 

Sir William Chambers, who died in 
1796, designed Somerset House in 1775. 
His work is seen in Dublin in a block of 
buildings at Trinity College, a house in 
Rutland square, and the threatened 
Marino. He designed also the Albany in 
Piccadilly and various buildings at Kew 
Gardens. His masterpiece, Somerse 
House, is among the finest of English 
buildings, and possesses a versatility and 
expressiveness that are not always appre- 
ciated. Critics have found fault. with its 
Roman massiveness; but is not this 
admirably suited to the present uses of 
that great edifice, expressing the majesty 
of the State? 

The illustrations of Jones's and 
Chambers's work in the volumes before ns 
are admirable, and the brief bi 
are combined with fine little critical essays, 
The second volume is too predominantly 
concerned with Somerset House, and gives 
no illustrations of Chambers’s Irish work.

Much of what follows is occupied with h 
relations with the woman who impressed 
him so unfavourably at their first meeting, 
and with other sordid adventures of the 
sort. It is not clear that any useful. put- 
pose is served by the printing of such a 
chronicle of iniquity. There aré sonie few 
passages of a more interesting sort, as 
when the diarist describes ceremonies at 
Saint Peter's in Rome, and tells how the 
sensnous impression shook his contempt 
for “the mummeries and. cont ions 
of the Christian religion.’’

“In Quest of El Dorado’’ has a two-, 
fold interest.. It is an excellent book ol 
trayel, made vivid and charming by Mr. 
Graham s graceful style, by the acuteness 
of. his observation and by that selective 
faculty which tells him what to omit, what 
to include. He undertook this journey, in 
which: he follows in the tracks ol 
Columbus, in the hope of re-creating the 
past. He starts from Spain, the land o! 
so many pioneers, and visits in turn Porto 
Rico, Haili, Cuba and San Salvador. He 
explores Panama, and, like Balboa, 
climbs “a peak in Darieu.’’ Passing 
through Mexico, he ends his quest at the 
ruins of Mitla. near the border of British 
Honduras. 


At every place Mr. Graham is careful | 


to recall what was in the minds of those 
who preceded him. His book; indeed, has 
an historical value: it is a comment on 
explorations in the past and it presents, 
in addition, a comparative study of racial 
characteristics and of the spirit which has 
animated “ gold-seekers’’ throughout the 
ages. The effects of their successes and 
failures on succeeding generations are 
analysed carefully, and North America is 
taken as El Dorado partly because it has 
been the most powerful magnet to ex- 
plorers, and partly because, while assimi- 
lating most gold, it has lost least of its 
racial yigour.

The nations should look to it: these 
Sussexmen, with their novelists, poets, 
essayists and artists, are becoming 4 
famous te They will be a “problem '' 
next! Mr. Hadrian Alicroft knows his 
county as intimately as Mr. E. V. Lucas 
(who contributes a foreword of praise to 
this volume), and loves it with the same 
boisterous pride as Mr. Bélloc. Some of 
his illustrations convey effectively the ma- 
jesty of those mighty, sweeping expanses 
of green downland, and remind the merc 
Gentile who has holidayed some time in 
Sussex of the exhilaration of that spacious 
country. When the Gentile returns—and 
he will resolve to return this relf-same 
year in summer time—he will carry this 
book in the same bag as Mr. Lucas’s, and 
will find his explorations charged with 
ten-fold interest. Mr. Allicroft is particu- 
larly interesting where, extreme antiquity 
is concerned, and discourses as an au- 
thority on Romans and ‘Celts.

INLAND FISHERIES. 


CIVIC GUARDS AS AID TO 
WATER BAILIFFS. 


The possibility of the Civic Guards, 4,000 
in sál “AN being used as auxiliaries to the 
present inadequate force of water bailiffs in 
the preservation of the inland fisheries of the 
Free State was adverted,to in the report of 
the Irish Salmon and Trout Fisheries Associa- 
tion at the annual meeting of the Association 
in Dublin yesterday. 

Mr. H. D. Conner, K.C., presided at the 
meeting. 

The report referred particularly to the 
resignation of the President, Lord Decies, 
D.8.0., owing to his departure from Ireland. 
In his absence the duties of the office had 
been discharged by Lord HolmPatrick, 
D.8.0 


Several members of the Association ‘ were 
members of the Advisory Committee formed 
by the Government to deal with questions 
relating to inland fisheries, as proposed by 
the Minister of Fisheries to the deputation 
which waited on him last year. 

Suggestions goh with the questions of 
netting, prevention of poaching, and improve- 
ments of inland fisheries were submitted to 
the Government,. some of which were em- 
bodied in the new Fisheries Bill. The Com- 
mittee was assured that any further sugges- 
tions made by them would receive full con- 
sideration. ° 

A brochure issued in conjunction with the 
report referred to the instructions issued to 
the Civic Guards in regard to the enforcing 
of the existing regulation. A booklet out- 
lining the powers and duties.of the Guards 
had been issued to the force. There was the 
prospect that the present force of water 
bailiffs would be increased by something over 
4,000, the strength of the Civic Guard at the 


moment. . 

The accounts showed a satisfactory balance 
to credit. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said that he considered that they 
might congratulate themselves on having 

aintained the Association on a sound basis.

ARMY MOTOR DRIVER’S 
RECKLESS CONDUCT. ¢ 


Michael Foley, a motor transport driver in 
the «National Army, was convicted at the 
Dublin Commission - yesterday of injuring 
three men through his wantonness and 
negligence in the driving of a motor ‘tender. 
He. was sentenced to four months’ imprison- 
ment, the sentence being suspended until the 
next Commission to give him an opportunity 
of making compensation for damage caused 
to vehicles through his behaviour. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., stating the case for the 
prosecution, said that, on the 12th March last, 
& motor tender, driven by the accused, who 
was under the influence of drink and was not 
a.licensed driver, dashed into a cab anc two 
hackney cars on Usher’s quay. The cab and 
car drivers not only were personally injured, 
but lost their all by the destruction of their 
vehicles. In one case not only was the vehicle 
reduced to wreckage, but the horse was so 
badly injured that it had to be destroyed. 

James O'Neill said that he was driving his 
own hackney car along Usher's quay on the 
evening in question, coming from Kingsbridge, 
when is car was struck by a tender. driven 
by the accused and forced up against the 
wall. The horse broke away, and the witness 
was thrown to the ground. He had to be 
taken to hospital. 

Thomas Mangan deposed that his car was 
also struck by the tender and was wrecked 
beyond repair. The horse, for which he had 
paid £14, had to be destroyed. 

Inspector Long, D.M.P., stated that the 
accused, on being arrested, made a statement, 
in which he said that when he struck the 
first car he was on the proper side of the 
road. He said: “I had some drink taken, 
but I do not believe that I was drunk.’’ 

Amongst the witnesses called for the de- 
fence was Captain J. Cotter, of the Transport 
Section, G.H.Q., who testified to the good 
character borne by the accused. In reply to 
Mr. Carrigan he said that a driver's licence 
had nothing to do with his qualifications. He 
declared, amidst. laughter, that a man who 
was blind and lame could get a driver's 
licence from the Dublin County Council.

IRELAND'S PROSPECTS. 


- 


A united Ireland will be represented at the 
Olympic Games, which will be held in Paris 
this summer. Sport knews tio boundary. 
Teams drawn from North’ and South | will 
striye to uphold: Ireland’s position at the first 
Olympic Games in which todland will partici- 
pate as a separate entity, 

The French have built a Stadium at 
Colombes, Paris, capable of accommodating 
100,000 spectators, The President of the 
French Republic is patron of the Games, and 
leading répresentative men are members of 
the Committee. It is calculated that about 
5,000 athletes will take part in the Games. 

The football: competitions will take place 
between the middle of May and the middle of 
June, and the athletic, swimming, boxing and 
tennis competitions about the first fortnight 
in July. 

France is giving one and a half million 
francs towards the Games, while Switzerland 
is subscribing 70,000 francs. 

The Olympic Games are international; 
representatives of (fifty-two nations will 
participate jn them. It is important, there- 
fore, that the Irish teams should get as good 
a ' show ” as the others. All depends on 
voluntary subscriptions, and those who are 
interested in upholding—and, if possible, en- 
hancing—the traditions of Irish sport should 
assist as liberally as possible. 

So far as athletics and swimming are con- 
cerned, there are no funds to fall back upon. 
They have no means of gathering funds. 
Neither of these forms of sport attracts big 
“ gates,’’ so that heavy demands will be made 
on the’ money collected by the Olympic 
Council to finance the two representative 
teams in these depariments of sport. 

FOOTBALL. 

As regards footbal!, the Irish Football 
Association has considerable funds in hands, 
but more will be required. The teams have 
not yet been picked, but after the trials the 
best possible selections will be made. 

In conversation with one of the leading 
supporters and promoters of Ireland's repre- 
sentation at the Olympic Games last evening, 
an Jrish Times Reporter got encouraging 
accounts of the prospects, The material á 
available, and early in June trials will be held 
in order to discover the best men. 

The Trish water polo team which is going 
over has defeated England, Scotland and 
Wales, so that the prospects of capturing the 
laurels in Paris are bright, A 

As regards boxing, people who have seen 
many good amateur boxers consider the pro- 
spects of the Irish team excellent. There is 
plenty of first-rate material in the Free State 
Army, and it is improving daily under the 
instruction of Tancy Lee, the former light- 
weight champion of the world. 

In tennis it is hoped that Dr. McCrea and 
the Hon. Cecii Campbell will form portion of 
the team, and it is thought that Miss Ryan, 
a foremost Irish-Californian player, may be 
eligible. 

Certain athletes who probably will form 
the Irish teams have been undergoing strict 
training during the winter, under the super- 
vision of Mr. Carey, of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police. These athletes already show 
good “form.” Among them ate Mr. Cussen, 
of Trinity College, Dublin; Messrs. Lavin, 
National Universitv; McEachern, Clonliffe 
Harriers, and Stanlev, Shanahan and 
Birmingham, of the Dublin Metrépohtan 
Police. It is a pity that Woods, of Trinity, 
is not training as consistently as his club- 
mate, Cussen. The last-named is in good 
form and should do well at the sprints and 
long jumps. Lavin, on a very rough and un- 
even track, has done the 440 yards in 51 secs., 
and, as he has vastly improved this year, he 
should cover the distance in 49 secs. 

McKachern, who has put in a good deal of 
training. is expected to do the half-mile in 
1 min. 60 secs. It would be interesting to see 
him and Clarke, of Antrim, in the Olympic 
trials. 

Birmingham has put the discus 142 and on 
two occasions 148 feet during his training, 
and jt is expected that by the summer he 
will reach 150 feet. which micht win the 
Olympic ‘ prize. O'Grady, “the Limerick 
giant,’’ broke the world-record with the 28)b. 
shot last year, reaching a distance of 39 feet, 
and he should push the 16lb. shot a distance 
of 50 feet. It is hoped that J. J. Ryan, of 
Tipperary, will have learned a lesson from 
his experience at Newcastle; but to beat 
ejually good runners he will have to train 
seriously.

MINISTER REFUSES TO CREATE 
PRECEDENT. 


In reply to Mr. Sean McGarry, who asked 
whether any contract in connection with the 
censorship of films had been entered into with 
the Irish Bonded Film Stores, Ltd., and if 
he would state the date of the contract and 
its duration. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that Messrs. McCon- 
nell and Hartley informed his Department by 
letter dated August 15th, 1923, of the terms 
on which they would be prepared to allow 
the use of the Dame street premises for cen- 
sorship. The Department replied on Septem- 
ber 7th acopting these terms, subject to cer- 
tain stipulations, Messrs. McConnell ana 
Hartley agreed to these stipulations in a 
letter of of the llth September.

Mr. McGarry asked if the Minister woula 
lay on the table a copy of the contract for 
the i ene of films at the premises of the 
Irish Bonded Film Stores, Ltd., with w copy 
of all correspondence connected with the con- 
tract, 

Mr. O'Higgins said that it Was no, the 
practice to lay on the table papers relating 
to ordinary business transactions entered into 
by public departments, and he was of opinion 
that to do so in the present case would con- 
Stitute an undesirable precedent. He had 
no objection to showing the Deputy all 
relevant documents. 


MYTHELATED SPIRITS. 


Mr. Corish asked the Minister for Kome 
Affairs if he was aware that mythelated spirit 
drinking was carried on to an alarming extent 
in the Saorstat, and if if was his intention 
to introduce legislation to restrict the sale.

CATTLE TRADE. 
INSURANCE AGAINST FOOT. 


AND-MOUTH DISEASE, 


The “debate on Mr. Patrick MoKenna’s 
motion, adjourned from Friday last, was re- 
sumed. The motion orupneell’ a direction to 
the Minister for Agriculture to take action 
in the matter of the conditions obtaining with 
regard to the importation into Great Britain 
ón the lines suggested by the Irish Cattle 
Exporters’ Association. ese were that the 
Free State and’ Northern Ireland Govern- 
ments hold themselves’ res ible for pay- 
ment of com ion for live stock compul- 
sorily slaughtered in British lairages 
until the “usual detention period of 
ten hours ‘expires, and after that that 
representations be made to the British Govern- 
ment to accept liability for payment when 
proof. is established that the disease was 
contracted in Great Britain. 

Major Cooper said that the Minister's 
diagnosis of the injury caused to agriculture 
was not entirely correct. The Minister had

5,000 a year, inflicted on a few jndividuals, 
As a general rule, that ag hg was not inflicted 
| on the farmer directly. It fell on the dealer ; 
but the dealer not being in business merely 
| for his health, safeguarded himself by giving 
the farmer a lower price for the cattle he 
bought, and so provided himself against the 
contingency of loss, In that way the gross 
loss to the farmer amounted to some shillings 
on the price of every bullock sold in Ireland. 

He agreed with the Minister that it would 
be very unwise to admit ne liability, or to 
admit that the disease could possibly have 
been developed in Ireland, This country was 
free from the disease. The arrangements for 
disinfection, and so on, had worked effectively 
and although England had been a hot-bed 
of disease, Ireland was still free from it, He 
suggested that there should be a general 
scheme of insurance of cattle, ander the 
auspices of the trade, covering the cattle 
against loss through» foot-and-mouth disease 
or sleughter so long as they were in Irish 
hands and belonging to Trish proprietors. 


PRECEDENTS. 


Major Myles put forward the case of the 
dealers who had suffered loss through the de- 
struction of cattle at Glasgow landing place 
last October, and said that he did not see 
how assistance by the Ministry here would 
imperil the negotiations with the British 
Ministry. . 

The ditiiculties consequent on the outbreak 
in Great Britain had now been rg on for 
eight months. He had not heard of any ap- 
proach having been made to the Ministry on 
the other side. Had the Minister ever asked 
them to pay, and had the question been gone 
into at any time since the Treaty was signed!

It would 
undoubtedly have the effect of leading the 
cattle dealers to reduce the prices paid by at 
least the amount of the premium, and perhaps 
more. 

The Minister for Agriculture said that they 
were dealing now with one specific point—a 
most difficult and” contentious point—arisin 

in the administration of the Diseases o 
Animals Acts. The only risk against. which 
Mr. McKenna attempted a safeguard was the 
risk of Irish cattle being slaughtered on Eng: 
lish landing places when no compensation was 
payable by ‘any party. 

Major Cooper had referred to the fact that 
cattle were automatically made cheaper by 
dealers and others who took advantage of the 
existence of foot-and-mouth disease in Eng- 
land, and tried to buy cattle at a price that 
would leave them fairly well insured. That 
was so, but on this particular matter it was 
a question how far dealers took account’ of 
that risk. He thought that dealers and 
farmers scarcely took it into ‘account at all. 
It was not on that account that cattle were 
cheap at Irish fairs. 


THE BIG RISK. 


Both parties knew that the chances of cattle 
being slaughtered at the landing place were ex- 
tremely small, but they knew that the ports 
might be closed and cattle might not be able 
to get through to the markets. The effect on 
the price of cattle of that particular risk of 
slaughter was as nothing to the effect of he 
other risks incident to an outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease jn England. 

They should not go.into the question now of 
insurance of cattle. which might be 
slaughtered in Treland. The State paid com- 
pensation in that case at present, and that 
Was a more economical method. As Mr. 
Heffernan. had grin out, insurance was a 
wasteful way of doing it. As far as he (the 
Minister) was concerned, he would rather see 
the charge spread over all the taxpayers than

I said yesterday, and I repeat to-day, that 
while I have the gréatest respect for the 
virtue of our Irish girls, I know that some 
of them are becoming regular devils. Girls 
who have gone to the streets of the big cities 
who had been brought up in Catholic homes, 
and had become a source of scandal and dis- 
grace to the countryside, will tell you that 
the boys led them astray. Aye, I say that 
it is the experience of a good many that 
if it were not for the ‘purity of our Irish 
boys there would be far more scandals than 
there are to-day. 

EVIL LITERATURE. 

Speaking ón evil literature, Dr. O'Doherty 
said:—I am afraid evil literature has found 
its way into this town of Galway. Some 
food people have told me lately that there is 
literature in this Catholic city of Galway 
that is a disgrace to the low beings who

LIVERPOOL PATIENT’S DEATH. 
At an inquiry yesterday in Liverpool re- 
garding the death of an Excise clerk, Robert 
Ashcroft Cropper (31), iillowing insulin treat- 
ment for diabetes, it was stated that this 
was the first insulin treatment death in 
Liverpool, and the second in England. 

The medical evidence showed that the 
treatment induced in Cropper a state of hypo- 
glycemia (excessive sugar), coma supervened, 
and this, with the man’s poor physical con- 
dition, caused death. 

Dr. Pemberton, Honorary Physician at the 
Northern’ Hospital, deposed that Cropper was 
a severe sufferer from diabetes for three years 
and a-half. As a result of the administration 
at intervals during the past two. years. of 
insulin the man’s condition improved wonder- 
fully'to the end of March. Admitted to hos- 

ital on March Sist insulin was given daily 
ill April 7th, being discontinued owing to 
hypo-glycesmia development. Cropper died 
next day, but without insulin he would only 
have lived three months. | 

Dr. Leslie Cunninghain deposed that 
Cropper’s right lung was tubercular. ‘Tnsulin 
Mód i by ucing sugar concentration of the 
blood, and if this fell below a certain level 
then hypo-glyceemia developed. The adminis- 
tration of insulin was always attended with 
a certain risk. 

A verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence was returned.

Hugo Stinnes. 

Hugo Stinnes is dead. It was an- 
nounced on Wednesday that he was about 
to undergo a very serious operation in 
Berlin, and that his family had been called 
to his bedside ; but few suspected that his 
life was in such grave danger, and the 
news of his death has come with startling 
suddenness. “Thus passes one of the most 
remarkable figures of our times, It is too 
early to attempt to estimate the influence 
which Hugo Stinnes exerted on the his- 
tory of post-war Europe. Posterity alone 
will be in a position to give him his proper 
placu in the perspective of our troubled 
age; but it is certain that no individual, 
with the exception of Ulianoff Lenin, has 
played such a sinister part in the events 
of the past five years on the Continent. 
Hugo Stinnes was immensely wealthy, and 
may be said to have been the creator of the 
modern’ trust, He inherited a large Íor- 
tune from his father, Hermann Stinnes, 
of Ruhrort, and when the war broke out 
he was already one of Germany's leading 
industrialists. During the great struggle 
he was constantly active behind the scenes, 
and is reported to have been the moving 
force behind the policy of systematic in- 
dustrial destruction in Belgium. After 
the war he leaped immediately into promi- 
nence, and of recent years his name has 
been in the forefront of European interest. 
He was responsible for the remarkable 
revival of German industry during 1920 
and 1921. By sheer strength of character, 
he was able to organise the vast enter- 
prises with which his name has been as- 
sociated, and to extend his industrial 
interests to such an extent as to give 
himself. a position’ of unrivalled power, 
from which he was able to make or un- 
make Governments at will. So far as the 
outside world was concerned, Stinnes was 
Germany; he was the industrial dictator 
of the Reich. 

Stinnes had a Napoleonic conception of 
business. If, for instance, he bought a 
newspaper, he did not rest until he had 
acquired a controlling interest in every 
process which led to its production. He 
bought not only the iron mines from 
which the raw material for his machinery 
was obtained, but even the forests which 
supplied his paper mille with timber, In 
this way Stinnes managed in a few years 
to secure a grip on the entire organisation 
of German industry; and his system was 
so efficient that the Germans began to 
outstrip the world in industrial enter- 
prise, He was not satisfied, however, to 
confine his attention to industrial activi- 
ties. He was convinced that he was a 
born politica] leader, and as soon as he 
had established his industrial position he 
began to indulge in political intrigue. 
For a while he dictated the policy of the 
German People’s Party, and also tried to 
interfere in foreign affairs. He was en- 
gaged in negotiations with the leaders of 
the French industrial group in regard to 
the proposal to allow French capital fó 
participate in German industry, but 
nothing came of his efforts. From the 
outset it was obvious that he was trying 
to outwit the Allies, and his whole manner 
was so arrogant that agreement was quite 
impossible... Then he began. the trangac- 
tions which did so much to bring Germany 
to her present plight. His agents in the

The Value of History. 


Mr. John Buchan, who is editing a new 
series of histories of the hations, appeals 
for a. fuller. recognition, of the practical 
value of the study of history. We live-in 
days when the world is” being re-made;, 
and only by the light of the historic vision 
cam men build aright. Neyer. was the 
power of words and formiile greater than 
now. The story-tellers' of the ‘Arabian 
Nights;” who imagined spells and Open 
Sesames with which mountains might be 
shattered ‘and palaces carried from 
kingdom to kingdom, conceived nothing 
so amazing as the power- of catch-words 
in our own days to set nations in conflict 
and overturn social systems. What but 
a deeper familiarity with. history can give 
men that sobriety of politica] judgment 
which will guard them’ from this new 
grammarie, and enable them to divide 
aright the language of the sane. idealist 
from that of the unpractical dreamer or 
the cunning knave? History is the record 
of the experience of the race, and, as 
there is nothing new under the sun, so 
there is no human problem which has not 
come up. for solution béfore; wherefore, 
history, recording the success or. failure 
of our forefathers, is ‘still our wisest 
counsellor. Science may sometimes advise 
us like a perky youth, over-proud of 
merely theoretical learning; history 
speaks with the shrewdness of years, 
and we scorn it at our peril, It 
aids us, not by teaching tis dogmas, but 
by sharpening the observation and temper- 
ing the judgment. It hasbeen said that 
a young man who is not á reíformer is a 
rascal, and an old man Who is not a Tory 
is a fool, However thab may be, it is 
true that experience tens to make men 
conservative, and’ that thé chief lesson of 
history is caution.  Y¥ét this “hardly 
‘justifies Mr. H. G. Wells, that scientific 
enfant terrible, in his ‘latest campaign, 
which is in favour of votes for children. 
If Mr. Wells. prevails, we. are to have 
compulsory education to the age. of 
eighteen, and then a universal franchise, 
so that boys with no knowledge save that 
gathered from text-books and the playing- 
field will vote down men ‘seasoned “in 
affairs. He declares that thus the world 
will gain by departure from old ruts and 
habits. This craving for change for the 
sake of change, this gambling for the 
Golden Age, the teachings of history 
condemn. The prudence. which - history 
inculeates does not imply inertness. The 
fallen tree is.inert, and décays ;.the living 
tree conserves its. life. by continwous 
renewal. History. bids us be cautious; 
it forbids us to stand still. With all our 
free education people have to-day less his- 
toric sense than their illiterate. ancestors. 
An. essayist recently ‘téld ‘how, in his 
youth, he heard the verger at a certain 
abbey in England near a famous medieval 
battlefield describe how ‘the dead ‘were 
brought into those hallowed walls 
hundreds of years before, and ‘how the 
soldiers rode through a cértain field which 
was down in ‘oats at the time. The distant 
event was as real to him as yesterday's 
doings ; the tale of it had. come down. in 
his family from generation to. generation. 
The verger of today, the essayist said, 
knows only what the guide-books record : 
he is literate, after a fashion, but he 
has lost that wonderful folk memory 
which was for centuries the body of the 
living past.

Mr. Patrick McKenna, yesterday in

It may be said that an 
insurance scheme covering the whole 
industry would merely have the effect of 
taking money from Peter to pay Paul, and 
that it would be better to bear the com- 
paratively small loss than to impose a 
burden that would be permanent as well 
as irksome. The answer to this argument 
is that the liability caused by compulsory 
slaughter falls, not on the whole farming 
community, but on its individual 
members, and to the victims of the mis- 
fortune it may represent a devastating 
and irreparable disaster.

The Speaker of the House of 
mons in the House is an 
crat, dispensing order in the name 
of the members as a whole. Ever 
since the Labour Government came into 
power he has been courteous to a degree 
to members who seemed to possess little 
reverence for national institutions, with 
no desire to enhance them. He has turned 
a deaf ear to ejaculations which were the 
reverse of Parliamentary, and given the 
Labour members far more latitude in, 
every respect than he would accord to the 
members of the older parties. The wisdom 
of this action is now apparent. The 
Labour members now know what is in 
order and what is not, and quickly respond 
to any ruling which he may lay down. 
The scenp last night, when Mr. 
Buchanan and Mr. Amery indulged in 
a bout of fisticuffs immediately alter he 
had left the chair, gave the Speaker an 
opportunity to-day of which he made full 
use. He means to put an end to use of 
unparliamentary expressions. The dignity 
of Parliament is involved in this matter, 
and he is determined that it shall be pro- 
tected. In future any member making 
use of such expressions will be told to 
withdraw, this not meaning withdrawal 
merely for the day, for it will actually 
be suspension. The Speaker's pronourice- 
ment was greeted with loud cheers from 
all parts: of the House. 


An Apology. 


The Speaker's statement had an im- 
mediate effect; for. Mr. Buchanan rose 
and withdrew unreservedly the epithet 
which he had thrown at Mr. Amery last 
night, and his apology was delivered with 
such an air of frankness that the House 
was quite satisfied. Then Mr. Amery rose 
to say that he accepted the apology in 
the spirit in which it was offered, and he 
in turn was sorry that he had struck a 
blow im the heat of the moment and as 
a result of no small provocation. 
Members again cheered. Mr. . Lansbury 
thought the opportunity too good to lose 
and he rose to offer his apologies to the 
Speaker for his share in the incident. 
This rush to the penitent form began to 
amuse the members, and they began to 
laugh, thus ending a curious little scene. 


Mr. Snowden. 


The rank and file of the party may, 
perhaps, be excused on occasions, but it 
might be supposed that the leaders would 
carefully avoid giving offences to other 
members.

side of the House was occupied when, at 
7.30 o'clock last night, the Dail divided 
on the question of approving the ratifica- 
tion of the Washington Liquor Treaty. 

The result, a Government majority of 
35 votes, was, clearly, something more 
than the Opposition had been prepared 
for, and the conntepances of many 
deputies expressed surprise when: the 
armgouncement of the figures came. The 
division showed an increase of 29 votes 
in the Government's majority of Friday 
last, an increase which, perhaps, few in 
the House had anticipated. 

There was a big muster of Ministerial 
supporters, and it was noticeable that 
two or three members of the party who 
voted with the Opposition on the last 
oceasion returned to the Government divi- 
sion lobby. ‘ 

The issue found the Farmers’ Party 
split, a fairly equa] vote being recorded 
on either side. The Independents voted 
solidly for the Ministry, even as the 
united Labour vote supported the Opposi- 
tion. The absentees included Mr. Sean 
Milroy, Mr. Dan. McCarthy, Mr. Darrell 
Figgis (all three of whom voted against 
the Government last Friday), Mr. P.J. 
Hogan. (Minister of Agriculture), Mr. 
Kevin. O'Higgins (Minister of Home 
Affairs), and Mr. Richard Muleahy. 

The debate dragged its dreary way 
through the better part of four hours. 
There was just the same amount of con- 
fusion and digression as characterised the 
proceedings of the previous day. Time 
after time deputies flounderéd in a 
maelstrom of side issues and irrelevancies. 
(ne moment it was a learned lecture on 
the prerogative of the Crown; the next, 
a question—rather, a doubt—about the 
*xistence of international law, as such; 
a discussion on the derivation of words, 
and so ad infinitum, 

Occasionally it seemed as if the House 
must pause and ask itself what was the 
actual question at issue. But the dis- 
cussion—if it could be called that—had 
to continue, and the operation of flogging 
a dead horse, as it seemed to most of us 
by the end of an hour, was performed 
with a thoroughness which almost ex- 
hausted the House. 

lt was a jaded House that listened to 
the Speaker put the motion. The “Ayes” 
had it, he declared. Mr. Baxter, of the 
Farmers Party, challenged a division, and 
by 57 votes to 22 the House signified its 
approval of the ratification of the Treaty. 


DEBATE RESUMED, . 


BACK BENCHERS’ TEXT 
BOOKS. 


The Dail yesterday r:esumed the debate on 
the Washington Liquor Traffic Treaty. 

The Attorney-General said that the debate 

had fallen from the high plane on which 
Deputy Johnson had pte it until there 
came a dragging out from the back benches 
of legal text books and a misunderstanding of 
the whole situation. There was no such 
thing as international law. International law 
was made up of usages which had developed 
out of international arrangements. It con- 
sisted either of analyses of the common facts 
ef mternational life or the opinions of the 
articular writers as to what should prevail. 
‘hey bound no one and were not law. 
_ There was no such thing as an established 
iorm of treaty. First of-all, it was well to 
remember that treaties were contracts, and 
that in discussing them they were commonly 
examined from the point of view of contracts 
between persons. A valid contract might. 
exist between two nations as soon as one of 
the nations had signified to the other inten- 
tron to do or to refrain from doing some 
particular act. Between the binding force of 
informal contracts and the binding force of 
the most magnificent document drawn up in 
the most flamboyant language and with the 
most grandiose title there was no difference 
when once they had the concluding contract 
ratified and agreed to between two inter- 
national parties, 


NEGOTIATIONS. 


Consent was usually negotiated by agents 
and ratified by principals. That was in 
essénce the actual position in regard to 
treaties. . The preamble was not essential. 
What they wanted was the agreement. in 
substance—the terms and things set out in 
these sarticles. At an earlier period it was 
doubtful whether any ratification was neces- 
sary, but ratification was now a matter of 
usage, regarded as a necessity in all contracts, 
and more particularly where the United 
States happened to be a party to the con- 
tract, because the treaty-making power of the 
United States was not vested in an individual. 

The President of the United States could 
not alone conclude a treaty, Under the 
American Constitution the treaty-making 
power was vested in the President, but he 
could only conclude a treaty with the advice 
end consent of the Senate. In the Free State 
-onstitution. there was no reference to the 
apron of treaty-making. As a matter 
of fact the position in the Dominions. during 
thie pest few years had seen a remarkable 
dévelopment. It would have been very 
foolish to have taken what was in process of 
growth and to have stereotyped it in the 
Constitution. From the year 1917, certainly, 
the individual participation of the individual 
Dominions in the conclusion of treaties was 
recognised more and more, until it was, one 
might say, established within very recent 


times. 
COUNCIL’S POSITION. 
The position the Executive Council had

ledge. The Dail was asked to approve of 
the agreement in this form.

To-day, according to the Correspondent of 
the Latvian Telegraph Agency, these officers 
are leading a well-equipped, irregular army 
against the outposts of the Red Army covering 
the district. 

The irregular forces, he reports, number 
20,000 cavalry, and plenty of mountain artil- 
lery, as well as huge bands of mountaineer 
detachments. 

Almost the entire population is supporting 
the revolutionaries, according to the Agency 
report, because of the huge taxes and -anti- 
religious propaganda of the Communist Go- 
vernment. Large detachments of troops are 
being rushed to this district from West 
Siberian garrisons. 

The Moscow report states that the present 
uprising is the most serious that Moscow has 
faced in the past three years, since the entire 
population of the mountainous district is sup- 
porting it.

ENGLISH : BUILDING 
COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


A report was issued in London last night 
of the National House-Building Committee 
(representative of employers and operatives 
in building trades) appointed’ by the 
Government to consider the position of the 
building industry with regard to a full hous- 
ing programme. 

Considering it ny necessary to restore 
the confidence of both employers and work- 
men in the future of the industry by provid- 
ing more stabilised conditions, the Committee 
recommends a fifteen-years’ housing pro- 
gramme. Under last year’s Act about forty 
thousand houses are being built annually. 
The Committee suggests an additional fifty 
thousand, the number being increased yearly 
until in 1934 a maxitnum of 225,000 a year is 
reached, and that this number be built yearly 
afterwards until the conclusion of the fifteen 
years’ programme, This would represent a 
total of two and a half million houses. 

The Committee pro that a National 
House-Building Committee should be set up 
to deal with the scheme, and to secure the 
transfer of the requisite labour they strongly 
recommend that contracts should be spread 
over the largest number of employers posstble, 
every opportunity being given to the’ smaller 
employers.

action to ensure the arrest of these criminals. 

Lorp ARNOLp, Under-Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, replying, said that certain 
communications which had passed between 
the Free State Government and His Majesty's 
Government, in which the former expressed 
their abhorrence of this outbreak of savagery, 
and their determination to use every effort to 
bring the murderers to justice, had already 
been published. In addition, the Free State 
Government had expressed their intention of 
paying compensation. to the relatives of the 
murdered man, and to those who 
were injured; and the compensation 
(Ireland) Commission, under the chairmanship 
of Sir Alexander Wood-Renton, was that day 
sitting in London to hear ‘the first of these 
cases. 

In addition, the Colonial Secretary had 
kept in constant touch on this subject both 
with the President of the Executive Council 


who had shown themselves anxious to keep 
him fully informed as to the steps which were 
being taken and as to the chances of success. 
Their lordships would understand that the 
less that was said on either of these points 
before the criminals had been captured the 
better; but he was able to say that the Free 
State Government were by no means witout 
hope that, sooner or later, they would be able 
to bring the criminals, oe some of them, to 
justice. 

His Majesty’s Government was fully satis- 
fied that in very difficult circumstances the 
Free State police and Army were doing their 
best. Ireland, from its natural features, was 
a country in which it was far more easy for 
criminals ‘to evade capture than in England, 
as they knew from their own experiences prior 
to the Treaty. He reminded their Jordships 
that the Free State Government have offered 
a reward of £10,000 for information leading 
to the capture of the criminals—a reward the 
magnitude of which he believed to be almost, 
if not quite, without precedent. The fact 
that this reward had net yet been claimed 
Was significant of the difficulties with which 
the Irish Government had to deal. 

Marquis Curzon thought that Lord Ban- 
bury was entirely justified in bringing the 
matter before the House. : [t was deplorable 
that such an incident as the shooting down 
of an innocent British soldier in the light 
of day, with scores—perhaps hundreds— 
wa any about, should occur in Ireland 

e Government had said that compensa- 
tion was being arbitrated upon to those who 
had suffered loss. Of course that was right 
so far as it went, but what Lord Banbury 
desired was, not only compensation, but the 
arrest of the culpable parties. That was the 
gist of the whole matter. Neither the offer 
of'a reward -oí £10,000, unprecedented as it 
*was, nor the most liberal compensation would 
satisfy those who wished for the criminals to 
be brought to the bar of justice. 

He. joined with Lord Banbury in pressing 
the Government -to continue in close com- 
munication on the subject, with the Govern- 
ment of Ireland. It had been suggested that 
His Majesty's Government should make in- 
dependent efforts to arrest the criminals, but 
that was beyond their powers. Everything 
they could do to put the most stringent 
pressure on the Irish Free State, and every- 
thing that the Free State Government could 
and ought to do, must be done. 

If no information was forthcoming in a 
short time, he hoped that Lord Banbury 
would renew his question when the House 
met after Easter. 

The subject then dropped. 


CLAIMS FOR COMPENSATION. 


The Colonial Office, in a statement last 
night, says that the case of Private Aspinal, 
R.A.5.C., who was killed “on the occasion 
of the recent firing on a party arriving at 
Queenstown Pier, from Spike Island,” was 
heard at the Industrial Court, Old Palace 
Yard, Westminster, by the Wood Renton 
Commission. The mother of the decéased 
appeared before theeCommission, and Major 
T. J, Hutton, M.C., represented the War 
Office. The award will be communicated in 
due course. The other cases will be heard 
by the Commission as. soon as the wounded 
men have been discharged from hospital.

FIDELITY TO TREATIES AS 


BASIS FOR PEACE. 


PARIS, Thursday. 

_ At the dinner at the Elysée this evening 
in. honour of the King and Queen of 
Rumania, M. Millerand, the President, 
In proposing the toast of the Royal 
visitors, said- that France and Rumania 
were both deeply attached to the cause of 
peace. Moreover, they both needed to be 
able to work «freely and to staunch their 
wounds, and they knew that peace could only 
be maintained by the loyal observance of the 
treaties into which they had entered.

tween the two nations would be drawn closer 
still for the consolidation of the peace of 
which the democracies of Roumania and

The King, in reply, expressed his thanks 
to the French nation for the friendship and 
sympathy it had always shown to Rumania, 
and said that Rumania, like France, would 
continue -to pursue her work for a peace based 
on the loyal application of existing treaties. 
He reciprocated M. Millerand’s good wishes 
that Rumania and France might be drawn 
still closer in friendship.—(Reuter.)

The taxes levied are squandered 
by Abdullah in gratifying his personal 
extravagances. Nearly £500 was expended 
recently in building a house for one of his 
slaves. 
Britain is suffering a serious loss of prestige 
because her forces in Trans-Jordania are being 
used as instruments of.oppression. It seems 
fairly certain, he said, that a contented Trans- 
Jordania would not suit the Zionist book. 1 
believe there is a deliberate attempt on their 
part to cause trouble in Trans-Jordania.

AUSTRALIA’S ENTHUSIASM. 


SYDNEY, Thursday. 

The visit of the Special Service. Naval 
Squadron is continuing amid scenes of un- 
abated enthusiasm.

Frederick Field, in the 
course of his reply, said that he was gratified 
at Australia’s decision to build cruisers, and 
declared that if the Dominions provided 
sufficient cruisets to guard their coast lines 
while the main fleet was doing its pro 
business, they would feel perfect! safe.

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The question of reparations is once again in 
the foreground oí international affairs, and 
the occasion is one for considering it afresh 
in the light of a new opportunity, After all, 
the problem of reparations is essentially 
economic in it8 character. The practical 
question of how Germany can make pay- 
ments to other countries has just been 
answered by an international body of 
economie and financial experts, having no 
political ends to serve, in a document drawn 
up with great care and skill. The document 
contains a number of facts not known before, 
and it sets out certain little understood prin- 
ciples Which will dispose of many un- 
warranted assumptions which hitherto have 
hindered progress towards a settlement. In 
other words, the experts have rendered in- 
valuable service in giving a fresh starting 
point for the removal of the most serious 
obstacle to the restoration of real peace in 
Europe.‘ The creditors and the debtor have 
at last a non-political document dealing dis- 
passionately with an economic subject upon 
which they can, with good-will and a sincere 
desire to-réach a lasting settlement, build up 
a practicable scheme for the discharge oí 
Germany's obligations. 

The Committee are unanimously of opinion 
that Germany can balance her budget in the 
very near future, possibly in the current 
year, and that she can in a comparatively 
short period pay reparation on a substantial 
scale... This opinion has only one qualifica- 
tion—namely, that Germany shall have com- 
plete economic control in the Ruhr as well 
as in other parts of her territory. ‘though 
it. may seem to raise a political question, this 
qualification. is clearly necessary, since the 
Ruhr is the heart of industrial Germany. A 
noteworthy feature of the report is that no 
complete moratorium is proposed. It is con- 
sidered that in the first ycar—1924-25—the 
ordinary budget may balance, and that even 
if there were a deficit, it would not be such as 
to endanger the stability of the currency. 

In its main outlines, we believe the scheme 
to be sound, and although it is impossible to 
anticipate how, ‘in practice, this novel and 
comphcated scheme, if adopted, would work 
out, it is obvious that it would only prove 
practicable if it received the whole-hearted 
support of all the partes concerned. More- 
over, it could only work if Germany freely 
accepted it and carried out its provisions in 
the strittest good faith. It is true there 15 
no absolute finality regarding Germany's 
obligations, but the report of the experts goes 
a long way towards limiting the demands 
that. may be made upon her. @ It also gives 
her a substantial inducement to increase her 
rrosperity to the utmose of her power. 


HUGO STINNES. 
SF >: simiplaliedaainiesici 
A GREAT INDUSTRIALIST. 


In the course of an obituary notice of Herr 
Hugo Stinnes, the German industrialist, 
whose death took place yesterday, The Times 
says:—Hugo Stinnes was born on February 
22, 1870. hs mother was Adeline Conpicnr.e. 
His father, Hermann Hugo Stinnes, was the 
youngest son of Mathias Stinnes, end after 
the death of his two elder brothers H amann 
became head of the important business 
founded by his father. This Mathias Stinres 
was a man of considerable enterprise “nd fore- 
sight, and it would seem that though the 
grandson, Hugo, inherited not a little of his 
courage and organisirg capacity from this 
sturdy old Rhinelander, who, settling in Mul- 
heim in 1808, when he was barely 18 years 
old, managéd before his death im 1845, 
to build up a large coa! business, the dé péts 
of which were planted in many a Rhine town, 
and the ships of which were well known from 
Mainz and Mannheim to the North Sea. 

It was then into a .family of traditional 
enterprise that Hugo Stinnes was born. The 
‘boy went to Coblenz to leaf the elements of 
business. For some months he bécame a 
working miner in the Wiethe Mine, and then 
in 1 he entered the School of Mines in 
Berlin. A year later he was taken into the 
firm of Mathias Stinnes. But his restless spirit 
and desiré for adventure rebelled against his 
junior position there, and after two years, 
when he was just 23, he founded the firm of 
Hugo Stinnes with a capital of 500,000 marks 


(£2,500). 


SOUTH AFRICA, 
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ELECTION PROSPECTS.

QUESTION OF INTER-ALLIED 
DEBTS 10 BE RAISED. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

PARIS, Thursday. 
Official comment, while it finds in the 
Experts’ reports at many points flattering con- 
firmation of the French view of Germany's 
past and future capacity to pay her debt, is 
on the whole, non-committal, ~ : 
Generally the Press approves, but without 
enthusiasm, though it is notable that where 
this is found at all it is on the Government 
side. It is hardly doubtful that France will 
accept the proposals in the main, but it is 
evident that they must be the subject of 
lengthy negotiations, during which a whole 
category of questions will be raised affecting 
the relations not only of the Allies with 
Germany, but with each other. Some of these 
are clearly indicated to-day. 
: The Matin, which stands very near the 
Government, says that, while the first question 
Is to ascertain what Germany will do. the 
second must be addressed to the Allies, who 
must be asked, not whether they will sign 
the report merely, but whether they will 
undertake to enforce it and to put pressure 
on Germany if need arises, 
: The precise régime to follow that existing 
in the Ruhr must necessarily be among the 
earliest matters to be settled, more so as it 
appears to be feared in some quarters that 
the retention of troops may even affect the 
prospects of the £40,000,000 loan proposed. 
M. Poincaré is too deeply pledged to yield 
on this point in the absence, certainly, of 
some agreement with Britain to meet the 
case of a further German default. It is to 
be noted that the substitution of general 
guarantees íor the Ruhr is spoken of as a 
definite sacrifice to England, which calls for 
a similar sacrifice on her part, and it is easy 
to see that the general question of France's 
security may thus be easily raised. 
Opposition journalists point out that, from 
the French point of view, the present pro- 
posals are much less advantageous than those 
of Mr. Bonar Law in January of last year, 
which offered France the prospect of the can. 
cellation of much of her debt to Britain. 
The report does .not mention inter-Allied 
debts, but French writers declare that the 
recommendation, if accepted, must involve 
the amputation of the French credit, and 
France has always declared that this could 
only be compensated by the remission of part 
of her own indebtedness. It is clear, there- 
fore, that the whole question of inter-Allied 
indebtedness must also be included in the 
forthcoming negotiations. 


FAVOURABLE GERMAN 
COMMENT. 
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CABINET’S DIFFICULT 
POSITION. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

The Government was this afternoon in pos- 
session of a sufficiently complete version of 
the experts’ reports to permit of a preliminary 
study. I learn that the impression is very 
favourable, though the suggested amount of 
reparation payments and the controls pro- 
posed are regarded as constituting a heavier 
burden than the country is likely to be able 
to carry. 

Press comments, too, are almost surprisingly 
favourable. Even the extreme Conservative 
journals are not all for prompt and definite 
rejection. The JLokalanzeiger and the 
Deutsche Allegemaine Zeitung, two mouth- 
pieces of heavy industry, think the reports 
ought to be seriously considered as a basis of 
negotiation. 

The Chancellor's organ, Germenta, ex- 
presses the hope that a basis has been pro- 
vided for an international conference, which, 
it thinks, will do more good than all the 
diplomatic talk of years. Vorwaerts thinks 
that to reject the reports would be catas- 
trophic stupidity. 

It is not yet known what action the Berlin 
Cabinet will take. Its position is a difficult 
one, for the Government is certain to undergo 
changes as a result of the approaching general 
election. It is almost certain that some 
weeks will pass before a considered reply 
from Germany is forthcoming.

PARTIAL STOPPAGE AT 
ULSTER COALFIELDS. 


The sinkers in pit No, 2 of the Ulster coal- 
fields, Coalisland, owned by Sir Samuel! Kelly, 
Belfast, have refused to work on the ground 
that they have not been allowed the same 
wage conditions as the men in pit No. 1.

BELFAST MURDER, 


ARMED RAIDER SENTENCED 


TO DEATH. 


At the Belfast Commission ‘yesterday, 
Michael Pratley was convicted of the murder 
of Nelson Leech at the premises of Messrs. 
Purdy and Millard, sculptors, Belfast, on the 

th March last, and was sentenced to death. 

The shooting of Mr. Leech occurred in the 
course of a raid by three armed and masked 
men. 

Then came a dramatic moment in the course 
of the trial, when Pratiley was in the witness- 
box, when .the Attorney-General, Mr. Best, 
“K.C., suddenly produced a letter, which he 
handed to the prisoner, whom he asked to 
state whether he had written it or not. This 
letter was alleged to have been written by 
the prisoner in jail and sent. out to his wife 
under cover of another letter. It stated: 
“No matter how the cate goes, I hope the 
two men who were with mo will do their best 
for you. I don’t mention names, as it is best 
not to. You know what I mean.” 

When asked if he admitted writing the 
letter, Pratley replied that he would admit 
nothing and deny nothing. 

A witness for the prosecution said that 
when leaving prison, after serving a term for 
larceny, he undertook to deliver a letter for 
the prisoner. Afterwards he thought better 
of it and handed the letter to the prison 
authorities. 

The execution of Pratley has been fixed for 
May 8.
